In  deference  to  Elder  Kimball’s 
address  to  our  student  body  Tues-

He  ^vas  going  to 
count  the  people  who  would  ask 
about  it  and  get  a rough  esti- 
mation of  those  who  realized  that 
it  was  there,  and  in  the  event  that 
it  was  taken,  how  many  would 
reply  before  it  was  taken. 

In  practice,  eight  people  asked 
about  the  money  and  one  took  it. 
Nice  odds?  I felt  that  it  would 
last  a couple  of  hours,  but  he  said 
that  he  saw  a kid  take  it  in  just 
under  twenty  minutes.
